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Red Cross Asks Aid 
For Norwegians 


Washington, 
I>. 
O., 
April 
18.— 
Chairman Norman II. Davis today in­ 
structed 3.700 Red Gross chapters in 
the United States to accept voluntary 
contributions 
designated 
for the re­ 
lief 
of 
war 
sufferers 
in 
Norway. 
Chairman Davis 
said 
tile American 
Red Cross is awaiting word from tile 
Norwegian Red Gross as to its needs. 
"WO are confident,” Mr. Davis said, 
“that the American jieoplc will want 
to 
help 
the 
unfortunate Norwegian 
people in this sad hour in their his­ 
tory. 
An 
unexpected 
war has 
Imh-u 
thrust 
upon them and 
their suffer­ 
ing is all the greater I sh *a use of their 
unpreparedness. W(e have cabled the 
Norwegian 
Red 
Gross asking 
what 
help it might require and we expect 
an answer shortly.” Mir. 
Davis said 
the Red Cross was studying how aid 
could 
be furnished 
to 
Norway 
in 
view of Hie blockade and other war 
conditions. “It is highly possible,” he 
said, “that tile Red Cross will have 
to charter one or more ships to carry 
relief supplies to Norway and Fin­ 
land. 
Flying 
under 
the 
Red Cross 
Flag they would certainly be allowed 
to pass 
unchallenged 
thru 
Hie war 
zones.” 
In Iiis communication to the chap­ 
ters, Mr. Davis said the Red Cross 
is prepared to handle inquiries from 
Americans seeking to locate relatives 
in Norway. 
In addition to considering relief for 
Norway, 
the 
Red Cross, Mr. Davis 
added, is preparing for the possibility 
that it may have to send relief ships 
to Greenland as suggested by 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. Such aid may become 
necessary, lie said, if normal communi­ 
cations with Greenland 
become dis­
